THE NEW TAX LAW. 


Reports received by the State Tax 


Commissioner from every taxing dis- 
trict in the state show that real es- 
tate owners, .during the fiscal year of 
1911, will pay $7,400,000 less taxes 
than they paid in 1910. 


The average tax on real estate last 


year was 3 per cent; in 1911 the av- 
erage will be a trifle less than 1 per 
cent, but the 1911 payments are figured 
on the 1 per cent basis, so that th« 
estimate will be high, rather than too 
low.

FISH INJURED l~ ALLOWED 


TO DIE SLOWLY. 


"Fish caught by the gill* and 


allowed to die in the water by 
slow degrees, as In the case 
where gill nets are used, under- 
go decomposition very readily 
and are inferior as food," says 
a bulletin of the department of 
agriculture. 
"Fish 
are 
often 


landed alive," says this author- 
ity, "and allowed to die slowly. 
This custom is not only Inhu- 
man but lessens the value of 
the fish. 
I have frequently em- 


phasized in these Hints the ne- 
cessity of care in the prepara- 
tion of animal food. The fright- 
ening of catt'o before they are 
killed and the swinging of poul- 
try by the head and throwing 
them upon the ground to writhe 
develop toxins in the tissues.
